The Lesson of Nicaragtia. 


The intervention of the United States 
| in the Nicaraguan civil. war has caused, 
much anxiety in Central America, On 
December 23rd Admiral Latimer, the 
United States commander in the Caribbean 
Sea, landed. a force of marines at Puerto 
Cabezas, the headquarters of the Liberal 
leader, Dr. Juan Sacasa, and, having 
declared the area a neutral zine, ordered 
Dr. Sacasa and his Government to leave 
it or to disarm. Nobody seems to know 
exactly on what authority Admiral Latimer 
acted ; pl view is no shred of legal 
excuse for his conduct. The United States 
was party to a treaty in 1923 which 
pledged its signatories: not to recognise any 
Government in Central America that 
should come into power as the result of a 
coup d'état. Seiior Diaz's Government in 
Nicaragua falls under that category. Dr. 
Sacasa is the legal President of the 
country, having been elected Vice-Presi- 
dent in the former régime, while Seftor 
Diaz’s only title to power is naked ‘force. 
At the moment, despite Admiral Latimer’s 
help, Sefior Diaz's forces are being driven 
back by the Sacasa troops, who are getting 
arms and munitions, as well as large 
numbers of volunteers, from Mexico. It 
is recognised generally that Washington’s 
real object is to weaken Mexican influence 
in Central America; and Senator Borah 
has declared bluntly that oil magnates 
are at the back of the whole business. 
All Latin America is alarmed at 
the evident desire of the Washington 
authorities to establish a virtual protec- 
torate on the Caribbean Sea, and Mexico 
will have useful friends in the South if 
she decides to resist this plan.

lreland’s Fisheries. 

Yesterday.our Belfast Correspondent 
described the rotable progress which has 
been made by the fisheries of Northern 
Ireland during the ‘last. four years. The 
herring landed at Ardglass represent the 
main bulk of the produce of the waters 
of the six counties, The Northern Ministry 
deserves congratulations upon the success 
of its effokts; to which’ the busy activities 


“in the shadow of Shane’s castle must be 


attributed. During the last two years 
similar progress has been made in the 
herring fisheries of Leinster; and fisher- 
men have been spared the mortification 
of gathering a gleaming harvest from 
the waters only to find it unsaleable. 
From both _Ardglass and Howth big 
consignments of cured fish have gone over- 
seas, principally to Germany; and the 
re-opening of the Russian market holds 
prospects of the revival of what. formerly 
was an immense and profitable market. 


Free State fisheries farther removed. In 
Donegal and Connanght catches have been 
landed only to bring. ridiculous prices. 
The harvest of the Atlantic goes almost 
unreaped by Irish nets, and yields its 
gains only to the large craft from Scottish 
ports which fish off the Irish waters. Not 
without justification do the fishing folk of 
the Atlantic coast complain that the Free 
State Government seems to be indifferent 
alike to the needs and to the possibilities 
of their industry. It is argued some- 
times that a new generation of fishermen 


must be trained and accustomed to pro- 


longed absence upon the waters before. 
the fishing industry of the West can he 


put upon a prcfitable basis.- We think 


that, even with their present equipment 
and their present methods, the people of 
the little fishing villages could be given 
relief if certain conditions were fulfilled. 
First’ and foremost of the needs of 
Donegal, of. the West, and, in large 
measure, of the South, is cheap and rapid 
transport. Road and rail transport from 
remote places like Downings or Culdaff 
cannot offer a remedy ; and ‘the institution 
of a swift system of sea transport by the 
Free State Government is long overdue. 
Persons interested in the fishing and curing 
industries are charging the Department of 
Fisheries with efforts to give Buncrana the 
monopoly of the fishing business of the 
North-West. It is useless to ignore the 
tendency . towards concentration every- 
where evident—and nowhere more evident 
than ‘in Leinster, where the progress cf 
Howth goes with a distinct decline: in 
We think that the Department 
has made a sound case for concentration 
of activity at two or three main points 
beside the herring grounds. Nevertheless, 
the provision of direct transport between 
the Irish landing places and the cross- 
Channel ports would lead to such im- 
provement in demand and prices that the 
industry would receive a stimulus which 
would be felt, not at one or two spots 
only, but all round the coast. The fact 
that the fisheries of Northern Ireland and 
of the Free State depend for prosperity 


and overseas indicates an urgent need for 
united or co-ordinated endeavour,

Death in the Pot. F 


The number of arrests for drunkenness 
in New York during the Christmas holi- 
days exceeded the total for any previous 
Christmas since prohibition ‘was ‘int¥o- 
duced. This fact is the more remarkable 
since the revellers risked a. far ‘more 
serious peril than a mere fine and a-mere 
headache. While the machinery of pro- 
hibition has reduced the supply of pur 
spirits, it has been unable to stop the 
traffic of thousands of “ bootleggers” im 
adulterated stuff. Anybody who “ knows 
the ropes” can buy intoxicating liquor in 
the United States; but pure and well- 
matured ‘spirits are expensive, and the 
“ bootleggers’”’ cheaper concoctions are too 
often deadly. On Monday fifteen persons 
had died in New York from the effects of 
poisoned liquor, consumed during the holi- 
days; and fifteen of 365. victims im 
hospitals were reported to be dangerously 
ill. Dectors put a measure of the blame 
for these casualties upon the Government, 
which. requires that “ denatured ’’. alcohol 
must be, made thoroughly unpalatable 
before it can be sold for industrial pur- 
poses. This is a wise and necessary pre- 
caution, but it seems that the ingredients 
upon which the Government insists are 
poisonous, and that ‘‘ denatured ’’ alcohol 
thus poisoned, forms a large part of the 
‘“bootleggers’”” stock in trade. The 
Government’s reply to the doctors is that 
no other ingredients than the poisons on 
which it insists would be effective, as they 
could be extracted by distillation. Thas 
the issue between the Government and the 
doctors raises a chemical problem, which, 
in a country so ingenious as the United 
States, ought not to be incapable of solu- 
tion. The Government, however, cannot 
shirk its responsibility. When the lives 
of many citizens—even though they be 
law-breaking and foolish citizens—are 
menaced by the results, direct or indirect, 
of its own policy, it cannot dismiss the 
matter with a ‘‘ Caveat emptor.’

A WAITING POLICY.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

A Council of Ministers which was held 
this morning at the Elysée devoted its 
attention, among other things, to the 
British memorandum on China. It does 
not appear that the views set forth in the 
memorandum have inclined the Quai 
d Orsay as yet to depart from its adopted 
policy in Chinese affairs, which is one of 
great prudence and reserve. The instruc- 
tions which have been sent to the French 
agents who are in contact with the Canton 
Government are to maintain a purely 
passive attitude unless the safety of French 
nationals calls for action. 

The French view is that the time has 
not yet come for a change in policy, and 
that all that can be done at present is to 
wait and see how the struggle now 
engaged between the forces of the North 
and South turns out. It is believed that 
this represents the gist of M. Briand’s 
report to the Cabinet. It seems unlikely 
that the French Government will accept 
joint action by the Powers on the lines 
proposed in the British memorandum until 
the situation in China has reached a more 
definite stage. | 


A SEMI-OFFICIAL STATEMENT.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

M. Briand made a statement to the Cabinet 
to-day on the situation in China. His view 
of the attitude that the French Government 
should take was approved by the Cabinet.

assed unanimously by the Administrative 
oainnitie of the National Union of Manu- 
facturers in Great Britain. ; 

Copies of the resolution, which is in the 
following terms, have. been sent to the Prime 
Minister and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer :-— 

The Administrative Committee. of the 
National Union of Manufacturers. wishes to 
impress on His Majesty’s Government that 
the uyprecedented taxation which British 
manufacturers are at present called on to 
meet is imposing a very serious handicap on 
their efforts to obtain orders in competition 
with foreign rivals, who have the advantage 
of protected home markets and more favour- 
able wages conditions. 

“ Further, that any attempt to impose addi- 
tional financial burdens on them must act as 
ai: effectual bar to their efforts to restore 
prosperity to their industries.” . 

Thev, therefore, call on His Majesty's Go- 
vernment to provide for any deficiencies on 
existing taxation, both by drastic reductions 
in expenditure and by imposing considered 
duties for revenue purposes on foreign manu- 
factured goods imported into this country. 
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Liverpool University, with a lectureship m

The Committee attach 
high importance to the delight in speech and 
graceful movement which comes through the 
study of acting; and to the expression of 
the creative instinct and pleasure in colour, 
pattern and craftsmanship which come 
through the designing and making of stage
